Death From Snake Bites 
Rare in U. S. Figures 
Show 

Although the average mortality 
from American venomous anakes is a 
little more than 10 per cent of the 
person* bitten, death from snake 
bites is quite rare, aco rding to the 
Biological Survey of the I'mted 
State. Department of Agriculture, 
because relatively few person* en- 
counter or are bitten by the dan- 

snake, live in lonely, little-settled 
districts, often on stonv or .wampy 
land that cannot be cultivated. Usu- 
ally they di.appear at the approach of 
man, and while they may strike if 
provoked, the popular belief in re- 
spect to the distance they can strike 
. erroneous. Three-fourth, of their 
own length is about the greatest dis- 
posable. If the Vgs are well 
when one is going into 
>r places known to be 
infected by rattler* or other poison- 
ous snake*, there is slight chance of 
being bitten. 

As the food of snake' consists of 
living prey, they cannot be killed t,> 
poisoned bait*. The only method 
thus far devised to kill them seems 
to be clubbing or shotting This 
is be»t done in early .pring. when 
they are still sluggish ..ft. r the win- 
ter hibernation. Allow ng hogs free 
run of infested land may reducs the 
of Make*. However, the 
idea that hog% are immune 
t» snake bite is probably baesd on the 
impentrability by the venomous fangs 
of their thick *kin and fat 
rather than on 
these animals.
